FOR the purpose of requiring a medical review committee to notify a certain patient
within a certain period of time that the medical review committee is issuing a
subpoena for certain medical records for mental health services in response to a
certain complaint; and generally relating to the issuance of subpoenas by
medical review committees for medical records for mental health services.

SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows:

Article — Health Occupations
1-401.

(H) IF A MEDICAL REVIEW COMMITTEE HAS SUBPOENA POWERS AND
ISSUES A SUBPOENA FOR A PATIENT’S MEDICAL RECORDS FOR MENTAL HEALTH
SERVICES AS THE RESULT OF A COMPLAINT RECEIVED BY THE MEDICAL REVIEW
COMMITTEE FROM A PERSON OTHER THAN THE PATIENT, ON THE SAME DATE
THE SUBPOENA IS ISSUED, THE MEDICAL REVIEW COMMITTEE SHALL NOTIFY

SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect
October 1, 2010.
